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Drugs and 
burglary 
are top of 
concerns 

DRUG dealing, burglary and 
groups of teenagers loitering 
are the top crime concerns 
for residents in Sandwell, 
according to a new survey. 

More than 289 people 
responded to a question¬ 
naire asking people what 
they would like to see 
treated as a main policing 
priority in their area. 

The results will be used to 
create a Police and Crime 
Plan for the borough. 

Police have been attend¬ 
ing meetings around the 
area to listen to residents’ 
concerns and find out what 
they want tackled most. 

The new plan is due to be 
introduced by April as part 
of a change in the way the 
force is run since the intro¬ 
duction of police and crime 
commissioners. 

The results of the 
Sandwell consultation were 
revealed in a report due to be 
presented to members of 
Sandwell Council’s neigh¬ 
bourhood scrutiny board 
tomorrow. 

Councillor Syeda Khatun 
MBE, chairman of the 
Neighbourhood Scrutiny 
Board said: “We are looking 
at people’s safety and how 
people feel and discussing it 
with local officers.” 

It also revealed that the 
most common issue discus¬ 
sed at council run Neigh¬ 
bourhood Forums where 
fly-tipping, anti-social beha¬ 
viour and vehicle nuisance. 

Wakes move 
with revamp 

A CREMATORIUM in the 
Black Country is to undergo 
a £388,000 revamp, which 
will give families the chance 
to hold wakes at the site fol¬ 
lowing funerals, under plans 
submitted to council bosses. 

It would mean groups of 
up to 100 could be catered 
for at the £3.25 million 
Sandwell Valley Cremato¬ 
rium in West Bromwich. 

A planning application for 
the scheme, which would see 
two new jobs created as well 
as an extra 22 parking 
spaces at the site in Newton 
Road, has now been lodged 
with the authority. The site 
is being expanded. 


COUNCIL AGREES BT 
DEAL WIND DOWN

SANDWELL council has agreed latest steps for the termi¬ 
nation of a £300 million contract with BT which will lead to 
‘inevitable’ job losses. 

The authority is to leave its planned 15-year partnership with BT 
called Transform Sandwell nine years early after bosses said they were 
unhappy with the service. 

Around 300 employees are due to return to work for the council but council leader 
Darren Cooper has said it was ‘inevitable’ some posts would be shed in the move. 


Accused in 
court over 
club theft 

A MAN has been charged after a 
social club which had been partly 
destroyed in a lorry crash was then 
broken into. 

Ian Roberts has been charged with steal¬ 
ing £39.70 from the Royal British Legion in 
Wednesbury. 

It is alleged Roberts, 39 and from 
Kendrick Street in Wednesbury, broke into 
the club in the days after it was hit by a lorry 
in a smash which killed the driver, 55-year- 
old Henryk Jackowski. 

Members at the Church hill club arrived a 
week after the smash to find two games 
machines had been forced open and cash 
had been stolen. 

Club members said the gaming machines 
were a ‘big earner’ for the venue. 

The group had already begun to make 
repairs to their clubhouse just a week after 
the crash. 

A studded wall put up in the days follow¬ 
ing the accident to make the club secure and 
parts of a hallway where the machines were 
located were also damaged in the incident. 

Roberts appeared at Sandwell Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on Friday, and has been bailed 
to reappear at the same court on January 
27.

The deal was signed in 2007, and saw the 
council pay £15 million a year to BT for the 
management of services including finance, 
customer contact and communication. 

But last July the authority told the 
telecommunications giant it wanted to 
bring its contract to an end, unless BT 
addressed issues raised by the council 
within 30 days. 

The disagreement could not be resolved 
and both parties have begun to draw up an 
exit plan to end their contract by March. 

On Tuesday, Sandwell’s full council 
agreed the steps to be taken to realign 
council staff after it stops working with BT - 
a process expected to take around 12 
months. It is forecast that the return of 
Transform Sandwell will see efficiency 
savings of approximately £2.5m in the 
2015/16 financial year. 

Forecast 

It has now been approved that the deputy 
chief of the council, John Garrett, will also 
lead a root-and-branch review of the struc¬ 
ture, management, operation and future 
development of the three central support 
directorates of the council, which it is fore¬ 
cast will increase the annual saving forecast 
to be around £4.5m from April 2016 
onwards. 

The latest steps in ending the contract 
were moved by elected members without 
discussion. The council’s ruling cabinet had 
decided to bring the BT contract to an end 
last year because it now has fewer workers 
due to redundancies prompted by govern¬ 
ment cuts. 

The authority wanted to pay BT less to 
reflect the reduced volume of work. It has 
also been unhappy with BT’s service and 
began dispute proceedings last September. 
Whether the council will face any one-off 
costs to end the contract is not yet clear. 

Despite setting in motion the end of the 
contract, the council has had to ask BT to 
continue to overhaul its computer system.

The authority endorsed 
new proposals to regulate 
payday lenders from the 
Financial Conduct Author¬ 
ity, but said they did not go 
far enough. 

At a full council meeting, 
members unanimously 
voted to back the so-called 
Charter to Stop the Payday 
Loan Rip-Off and approved 
sending the FCA a motion 
calling on it to go further to 
kerb such firms. 

Members said current 
proposals would not stop the 
loan companies from drip¬ 
feeding new loans to people 
who already had payday loan 
debts. Councillor Peter 
Hughes’ motion said the 
council wanted to stop 
people being hit with esca¬ 
lating penalty fees. 

Councillor Roger Horton, 
who spoke after the motion 
was presented, said: “We 
ought to try and push for 
bans for these payday loan 
companies at all times as we 
did for cigarettes.”

“I have had quite a few people complain to 
me that live on that stretch - about 25 
houses back on to that bit of the canal.”

Harriers 
chief in 
tribute to 
Andy, 65 

TRIBUTES have been made 
this week to long-serving 
member of Tipton Harriers, 
Andy Holden who died at the 
weekend, hailed as one of its 
‘truly great characters’. 

Club president Ron Bent¬ 
ley described Mr Holden, as 
a personal friend and said he 
will be ‘missed by thou¬ 
sands’. He was aged 65. 

Mr Bentley said Mr Hol¬ 
den, who had four children 
and leaves behind wife Pau¬ 
la, was ‘the greatest club 
man Tipton has ever seen’. 
As a young man, in Leyland, 
Mr Holden was a member of 
Preston AC. 

He won the National 
Junior Cross Country 
Championship in 1969 and 
was a multiple Great Britain 
international during the 
1970s and early 1980s. 

He competed at the Com¬ 
monwealth Games in 1970, 
European Championships in 
1971 and the Olympics in 
1972. He won gold with 
England teams during the 
1970s at the World Cross 
Country Championships. 

Mr Holden went to Uni¬ 
versity in Birmingham in 
1968 where he studied den¬ 
tistry. 

He qualified as a dentist 
and worked at a number of 
practices around the Birm¬ 
ingham and Black Country 
area.

A TALENTED art student died from pneumo¬ 
nia less than 36 hours after a doctor sent her 
home with antibiotics for a chest infection. 

Evelyn Purchase, aged 20, was found dead by her 
mother at their home in Butchers Lane, Cradley. She 
had been feeling unwell for more than three months 
having previously been diagnosed with sinusitis by a 
GP in January and had been given two courses of 


antibiotics. 

After her condition failed 
to improve, her concerned 
mother Tara took her to 
Dudley’s Holly Hall walk-in 
centre at around 10pm on 
April 4 last year. 

She had stopped eating a 
week before her death and 
found herself even too weak 
to continue her passion to 
draw. She was diagnosed 
with a respiratory tract inf¬ 
ection and given antibiotics 
and an antidepressant 
citalopram. 

On April 6, Mrs Purchase 
returned home from a trip to 
London to find her daughter 
lying on the bed unconscious 
with the house phone in her 
hand. She attempted 
mouth-to-mouth resuscita¬ 
tion but nothing could be 
done to save her daughter. 

At the inquest on Monday, 
Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain raised con¬ 
cerns over the care she had 
received at the walk-in 
centre, saying an assess¬ 
ment of Evelyn had been 
‘less than optimal’. 

Mr Balmain added: “It is 
clear that Evelyn died from a 
natural event despite her 
being so young.” 

Dr Mahmud Ahmed pre¬ 
scribed strong antibiotics - 
but Mr Balmain questioned 
why he had not looked into 
why she had not responded 
to two previous courses. 

The inquest was told Dr 
Ahmed also gave Evelyn the 
anti-depressant citalopram 
as he believed she needed a 
‘lift’ after being told she had 
lost her appetite.

But her mother Mrs Pur¬ 
chase told the hearing that 
she was concerned her 
daughter did not have a 
mental health examination 
by Dr Ahmed before he pre¬ 
scribed the drug. 

Mr Balmain gave a short 
narrative verdict, saying: “I 
have no written evidence 
that simple things like a 
pulse rate or respiratory 
rate was recorded. Dr 
Ahmed said these were 
checked. But I would expect 
there to be a note of it.” 

Dr Ahmed, giving evi¬ 
dence said he had not 
believed her chest infection 
was more serious. 

Following the inquest Mrs 
Purchase said the family was 
exploring the options av¬ 
ailable to them for taking 
legal action. She said: 
“Evelyn was such a cute girl 
and she had her whole life 
ahead of her. ’’Dudley Clinical 
Commissioning Group was 
unavailable for comment.

THE Government should 
apologise after ‘secret’ 
plans to shut 75 coal pits 
during the 1984 miners’ 
strike were revealed, West 
Bromwich East MP Tom 
Watson says. 

Mr Watson made the 
demand following revela¬ 
tions made public under 
the 30-year rule, which 
suggest that miners’ 
leader Arthur Scargill may 
have been right to have 
claimed there was a secret 
‘hit list’ of dozens of pits. 

The Government, led at 
the time by Margaret 
Thatcher, said just 20 
would close. But one of the 
documents now in the 
National Archives sug¬ 
gests that the Government 
wanted to close 75 pits and 
axe 64,000 jobs.

JACKSON’S words reminded me of my grandfather's 
war diary for 1919. He was with the Army of Occupation in 
Germany and had been gassed a few months earlier. A 
sudden dose of pneumonia almost killed him. Or as he 
recorded dryly: “That was when I nearly became a German 
landowner.”

WHILE it’s good to see First World War commemorative 
coins being produced by the Royal Mint, what on earth have 
they done to Lord Kitchener? The feature everyone noticed, 
apart from Kitchener’s moustache, was his fierce squint.

Work begins at junction hit by accidents 



Work - The Kings Head junction 


MAJOR work to revamp an accident 
blackspot began on Monday. Con¬ 
tractors will now be on site to start 
the £1.3 million scheme to trans¬ 
form the Kings Head junction on the 
Sandwell-Birmingham border. 

The long-awaited project will see 
improvements introduced at the 
junction of the Hagley Road, Bear¬ 
wood Road and Lordswood Road. 
Work will take around six months to 
complete. It will include filling in the 


underpass underneath the Hagley 
Road, introducing a left-hand tur¬ 
ning lane off the Hagley Road and a 
pedestrian phase on the traffic 
lights to enable children to safely 
cross from two secondary schools. 

Abbey ward councillor and 
Sandwell’s deputy council leader 
Steve Eling said: “People have com¬ 
plained about that subway ever 
since it was open and it doesn’t 
provide a safe crossing for the junc¬ 


tion, so I am just going to be glad it 
is being done.” 

Abbey ward councillors have been 
campaigning for the improvements 
for more than 15 years and in that 
time there have been a series of 
tragic accidents. In 2011, 16-year- 
old Rajinder Mahal from Smethwick 
was killed when he was in a collision 
with a motorbike after he tried to 
cross the road from Lordswood 
Boys’ School & Sixth Form Centre. 


Chiefs told to flatten 
The Public by experts 


PROPERTY experts recommended bulldoz¬ 
ing The Public and selling off the land, before 
a deal was signed to transform it into a 
college, it has been revealed. 

Sandwell Council spent £39,000 asking Jones Lang 
LaSalle what to do with the £72 million arts centre to 
reduce the £1.5m subsidy the cash-strapped author¬ 


ity was providing. 

A copy of the report, which 
the authority continued to 
refuse to disclose while it 
negotiated with Sandwell 
College, has now been seen 
by the Express & Star. 

Philip Farrell, associate 
director of Jones Lang 
LaSalle, described the New 
Street venue as ‘the wrong 
building in a challenging 
location’. 

He said the council would 
rake in around £200,000 if 
the building was flattened 
and sold off. He also pro¬ 
posed an alternative option 
of turning the site into a con¬ 
ference centre and stopping 
all of the not-for-profit cul¬ 
tural and community activi¬ 
ties taking place there. 

A number of alternative 
uses were ruled out as, in 
many cases, the firm said 
that the investment needed 
to fund refits of the venue 
would not justify the antici¬ 
pated returns. 

Jones Lang LaSalle con¬ 
cluded: “The physical design 
and construction of the 
building is so unusual, and 
indeed illogical, that it pre¬ 
vents the effective occupa¬ 
tion of the vast majority of

users. Issues such as sound 
insulation, IT infrastruc¬ 
ture, environmental control, 
energy efficiency, parking, 
natural light etc are not up 
to expected standards,” the 
report added. 

“Furthermore the build¬ 
ing does not allow itself to be 
economically converted to 
meet these standards. There 
is always a better and 
cheaper alternative prem¬ 
ises to companies who wish 
to locate in central West 
Bromwich,” the report said. 

“There are many more 
reasons why an occupier 
would not locate in The 
Public than reasons why 
they would.” The council 
previously said it could not 
release the report, despite a 
request under the Freedom 
of Information Act, as it 
‘may prejudice the council’s 
commercial interests’. 

Council leader Councillor 
Darren Cooper said he 
believed the report ‘vindi¬ 
cated’ the authority’s deal 
with the college. He said: 
“This report showed The 
Public could never wash its 
own face.”

Bill Fenton, 73, died in 
hospital after being hit by a 
vehicle at around 9.30pm on 
Saturday, November 23. 

Officers have already app¬ 
ealed for the driver of a dark 
blue Fiat Punto that was 
seen in the area at the time 
to come forward as they may 
have help, but they have still 
not heard anything. 

Sgt Paul Hughes, from the 
collision investigation unit 
at West Midlands Police, 
said: “We desperately want 
to find the driver of the black 
Fiat Punto, we are still no 
closer to finding them.” 

Mr Fenton, of nearby 
Astbury Avenue, was found 
in Beakes Road, Smethwick. 
He had suffered serious 
injuries and was taken to 
hospital where he later died. 

Police said he was struck 
by a large vehicle and who¬ 
ever was driving must have 
known they had hit a person 
but left him in the road to 
die.

Radosavlevic, aged 19, of 
Lincoln Road, West 
Bromwich, also pleaded 
guilty to stealing cash, jew¬ 
ellery and a laptop from a 64- 
year old woman in Pheasey, 
Walsall, on August 20. 

Miss Amy Jackson, 
defending her, said she had 
come from Italy, but had 
been left in the UK alone. 
She is originally from 
Serbia. Petrunescu, 26, lives 
in Jardine Road, Aston, 
Birmingham, but is origi¬ 
nally from Romania. 

The spate of burglaries 
started in Coventry on 
August 21 before moving to 
Erdington, in Birmingham, 
on August 30. 

Finally the court heard 
that a home in James Road, 
in the Hamstead area of 
Great Barr, was targeted on 
September 13. The pair 
showed no emotion as the 
charges were read out. 

Both were remanded in 
custody to appear at Birm¬ 
ingham Crown Court for 
sentencing on February 6.

IT IS ONE of the largest bak¬ 
eries in the UK, employing 
4,500 staff - including 430 from 
its base in Wednesbury 

And no matter what type of bread 
you eat at home, you are bound to 
have heard of the Warburtons brand. 

The family-run business is as synony¬ 
mous with the shopping list as Cadbury 
chocolate and Tetley tea, and ever since 
its beginnings in 1876 it is still going 
strong. 

Thomas Warburton and his wife Ellen 
first opened their grocery shop in 1870, 
and during a slump in the grocery market 
in 1876, Ellen started baking bread. 

Her first batch of four loaves of bread 
and six cakes sold out in under an hour 
and within two weeks the tiny shop in 
Bolton was renamed ‘Warburtons the 
Bakers’ and continued to go from 
strength to strength. 

More than 130 years later the company 
is still in the hands of the family, run by 
fifth generation family members 
Jonathan, Ross and Brett Warburton. 

Integral 

And family values very much remain 
an integral part of the business, Brett 
Warburton said during a visit to the 
Wednesbury bakery. “I’m fifth genera¬ 
tion and it is still very much a family busi¬ 
ness. Not only in terms of its ownership, 
but also in terms of its ethos. We pride 
ourselves on being a family business. 
There are still three family members on 
the board - myself, Jonathan and Ross.” 

The Wednesbury base, in Moorcroft 
Drive, produces two million loaves a week 
and serves around 2,000 shops, 24 hours 
a day, 363 days a year. 

It closes only for Christmas Day and 
Easter. Brett said the brand is often 
quoted as being one of the top three in the 
country behind Coca Cola and Walkers, 
and it aims to treat staff as part of one big 
family. As such, it runs a scheme called 
community giving, investing in schemes 


as well as donating products to the local 
community. 

“We like to think we treat our people 
well and want our business to operate as 
a large family. We first set foot outside 
Lancashire in 1984 and we have grown 
that on quality of production and qua¬ 
lity of service. We are very lucky to have 
a lot of people who have worked for the 
business for a very long time,” Brett 
added. 

Nick Sutcliffe is the community cham¬ 
pion at Wednesbury and explained the 
company invests in a number of ways. 
Under financial giving, the company 


donates small amounts of money to pur¬ 
chase specific pieces of equipment. 

Last year more than £20,000 was 
donated in the West Midlands support¬ 
ing a range of activities, as well as hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of pounds more to 
the charitable sector. In addition, 
around £27,000 of products were given 
to one-off events such as church events, 
breakfast clubs, and Ronald McDonald 
House in Birmingham for families of 
patients in hospitals and hospices. 

Meanwhile, the company also has an 
investment programme where it gets 
employees into the community. In one 


case it has teamed up with the RSA Aca¬ 
demy in Tipton and has this year been 
working with business students on the 
international baccalaureate. Brett 
added: “Where we used to just give 
someone a cheque and move on we like to 
get involved with the people that we work 
with.”

Multi-million pound restoration of 
pools is now nearing completion

RESIDENTS will be able to get 
closer to wildlife and take in the 
views of picturesque pools as a 
park’s multi-million pound 
restoration gathers pace.

Members of the Friends of Dart¬ 
mouth Park declared their joy at 
seeing the latest element of the scheme 
in place. 

Group secretary Carol Hartill said: 
“We are really pleased with the plat¬ 
form and it looks great. 

“We are excited about everything 
that has happened this year. 


“It is really moving forward now.” 
An improved car park has been created 
off Reform Street and boundary walls 
and fencing have been updated as well. 

Carol said the park was finally 
feeling better linked with the town 
centre itself after it was cut adrift with 
the building of the Expressway.

WORK on a new car park in 
front of shops which attrac¬ 
ted support from more than 
1,000 people could start in 
April, subject to agreed 
funding. 

Around £168,000 would 
need to be spent to trans¬ 
form the grassed area in 
front of shops in the Black 
Country, into spaces for up 
to 22 vehicles. 

A petition in favour of pro¬ 
viding a car park in 
Lucknow Road, Willenhall, 
containing around 1,200 sig¬ 
natures, has been handed in 
to the local authority which 
is looking to allocate funding 
as part of its draft capital 
programme. 

A report states: “This 
scheme will provide a new 
off street car park with 
approximately 22 parking 
spaces to support the opera¬ 
tion and vitality of the busi¬ 
nesses at the Luck-now 
Road local shopping centre.” 

Meanwhile, a move to 
create extra parking by con¬ 
verting a grass verge into 
space for cars has taken a 
step forward. The work on 
Tildesley Drive, Willenhall, 
will now be considered for a 
slice of £250,000 funding 
after a consultation with 
residents led to it being 
named as the preferred 
option for a revamp. 

Suggestions were put 
forward through the Willen- 
hall area partnership and 
residents in the area voted 
overwhelmingly for the road 
to receive the revamp over 
others in the area. 

Willenhall councillor Ian 
Shires said that Tildesley 
Drive received 153 out of the 
155 for votes cast and it now 
goes forward to be consid¬ 
ered for a cash injection. 


Only here for the beer, as 
micro-pubs pull in punters 


NO TELEVISIONS, games machines or loud, 
blaring music, and hot food is certainly off the 
menu. Micro-pubs are a very different breed 
to the watering holes of most high streets. 

They pride themselves on offering locally brewed 
real ales and fruity ciders, all in the confines of a 


single room. 

And the concept of sipping 
pints and rubbing shoulders 
with the same old faces in 
the cosy setting of what feels 
like a front room is growing 
in popularity up and down 
the country. 

In the past four years, 
around 40 micro-pubs have 
flung open their doors to 
drinkers. Twenty-four have 
opened in the past 12 
months alone. 

First 

The first micro-pub to 
open in the West Midlands 
was Hail to the Ale, in 
Wolverhampton, run by a 
married couple who set up 
their own Morton Brewery 
six years ago based in Ess- 
ington. 

In its first few months the 
pub has gone down a storm 
in the local area, according 
to owner Gary Morton, aged 
53, who runs it with wife 
Angela, 50. 

Mr Morton said: “Micro¬ 
pubs are a stripped down 
version of ordinary pubs. It 
has been going excellently 
since we opened. 

“We opened our doors 
quietly on a Thursday 
evening. Within half an 
hour, all the tables and 
chairs were taken. 

“The three weekends that

followed, we were absolutely 
packed. People in the area 
felt something like this was 
needed. It’s comfortable and 
nostalgic for people. 

“I imagine there’ll be a 
couple of thousand more 
micro-pubs opening in the 
UK in the next few years.” 

Rather than chips 
straight out of the fryer 
served up in some pubs, Hail 
to the Ale dishes up tradi¬ 
tional pub nibbles such as 
pork scratchings, pickled 
onions, pickled eggs and 
pies. And there isn’t a cheap 
looking alcopop in sight, or 
any spirits. 

Mr Morton continued: 
“Ordinary pubs try to do too 
much. They try to cater for 
too many people and end up 
not appealing to anyone. 

“We came up with the idea 
to open a micro-pub in 
March. We’d seen a feature 
on micro-pubs on TV and 
thought it was perfect for us. 

“We have a good group of 
regulars. But we are also 
seeing new faces coming in. 
It seems as if there are still 
people just finding out about 
us. We appeal to middle-aged 
to elderly people. But we’ve 
still had to ask for ID from 
time-to-time from some 
younger drinkers.”

Growing 
firm will 
take over 
locks site 

THE SITE of an historic 
Black Country lock-making 
firm is being taken over by a 
growing manufacturing 
business which will double 
its workforce, it has 
emerged. 

The former Willenhall 
Locks factory has been 
bought by 1st Access UK Ltd 
which is also based in the 
town and is investing 
£100,000 in the first expan¬ 
sion phase. 

The firm, set up six years 
ago by Willenhall-born ex 
firefighter Jason Loydon 
and his partner Vikki Lin- 
dop, had a £2 million turn¬ 
over last year and currently 
employs around 25 workers. 

And the pair plan to retain 
features such as old locks, 
light switches and pictures 
to keep the heritage of the 
former factory alive. 

Staffing is anticipated to 
double within five years as 
part of the relocation into 
the bigger former lock firm 
premises between Stringes 
Lane and John Harper 
Street. 

The site, which had been 
put on the market for more 
than £300,000, was bought 
for an undisclosed sum 
ahead of an auction. 

Willenhall Locks and Keys 
Ltd suddenly fell into 
administration in Septem¬ 
ber, having been a key 
feature in the town since 
opening in the late 1950s. 
The firm specialises in creat¬ 
ing roller shutter doors, 
shopfronts and automatic 
doors from its current base 
in Spring Road. 

The move will see its floor- 
space increase from around 
8,000 sq ft to 31,000 sq ft.

The shows go on 


THEY HAVE survived a world 
war and an arson attack which 
completely gutted their 
theatre, but as the new year 
begins, one amateur dramat¬ 
ics group will be celebrating 
its 75th season. 

Started in 1939, The Oldbury 
Repertory Players, or Oldbury Rep 
as they are better known, are cur¬ 
rently staging their 490th major 
production - Jack And The 
Beanstalk. 

Over the years more than 1,000 dif¬ 
ferent people have graced their stage, 
including three generations of the same 
families. Relationships have also been 
forged within the group, with some 
meeting their spouses on stage. 

One of those to meet their partners at 
the group was Doreen Bastable, aged 85,

who has been chairman of the Rep for 35 
years and a member for 70 years since 
she was 15. 

Mrs Bastable, from Mucklow Hill in 
Halesowen, said: “My husband Daniel 
was a builder, and he helped to make the 
theatre what it is today - he helped to 
reconstruct the building when we 
bought it. We were married in 1959 after 
I met him a couple of years before when 
I was performing.” 

Mr Bastable was also very involved in 
the reconstruction of the theatre after 
an arson attack destroyed almost every¬ 
thing in the 1972. Mrs Bastable added: 
“That was a blow, but we raised our¬ 
selves from the ashes.” 

The Oldbury Repertory Players were 
formed by the attendees of an elocution 
night class at Oldbury Technical School 
just before the outbreak of the Second 


World War, and started in the Oldbury 
Parish Rooms. 

Their first performance was a self- 
grown stageshow called Tonight At 
7.30, involving various sketches, and 
they continued right through the war. 

“It was a struggle to start with,” Mrs 
Bastable said. “People were being called 
up to the forces or to do shift work, but 
we did survive.” 

As the company continued to grow, it 
purchased the Methodist Chapel and 
School in Spring Street, now Spring 
Walk, in Langley, for £1,700 thanks to 
an interest free loan from the 
company’s then president CT Barlow. 

Over the next few years the chapel 
was converted into a theatre and in 
January 1956 opened as The Barlow 
Playhouse - it is now known as Barlow 
Theatre, and has its own bar and 173- 
seat auditorium. 

The parents of company secretary 
Christopher Smith, 56, were founder 


members of the group, and he also met 
his wife Lisa there. 

His daughters Cassandra and 
Georgina have both performed with the 
group too - Georgina is playing the 
Princess in the latest production. 

He said: “The company gives you a 
comradeship, it’s a friendship - we have 
a great social life with things like quiz 
nights, so it’s not just about rehearsing 
and putting on plays.” 

Company members, which in the past 
have included Old Hill comedienne and 
former Eastenders actress Josie 
Lawrence in their ranks, also build the 
sets, do the lighting, work behind the 
bars and do the marketing. It receives 
no grants, so the only way it makes any 
money is by ‘putting bums on seats’. 

Jack And The Beanstalk takes place 
from January 10 to 18. To buy tickets

Bankrupts in 
closed firm 
will not face 
legal action 


NO ACTION will be taken against a chain of 
solicitors and estate agents that closed down 
when the partners were declared bankrupt 
after one of the workers was jailed for steal¬ 
ing £165,000, it has been revealed 
Stables & Company’s premises in Halesowen, 
Stourbridge and Rowley Regis were closed by legal 


watchdog The Solicitors 
months ago. 

The move followed three 
of the partners being decl¬ 
ared bankrupt, leaving thou¬ 
sands of clients in limbo. 

The watchdog said there 
was also ‘reason to suspect 
dishonesty’ on the part of a 
former employee. Head 
cashier Pauline Sutcliffe 
later admitted theft at Wolv¬ 
erhampton Crown Court. 

Partners David Moore, 
Nigel Jordan and Jessica 
Bird were all declared bank¬ 
rupt on April 30 last year 
and their practising certifi¬ 
cates were suspended. 

They could have been 
banned altogether, but the 
SRA revealed that no 
further action will be taken. 

SRA spokesman Lee 
Shrimpton said: “One of the 
reasons for closing down 
Stables & Co was that we 
suspected dishonesty by an 
employee. There followed 
criminal proceedings against

that employee, which have 
now concluded. We decided it 
was not in the public interest 
to pursue formal disciplinary 
proceedings against the 
partners of the firm, David 
John Moore, Jessica Louise 
Bird and Nigel Jordan.” 

Clients who believe they 
were owed money were adv¬ 
ised to apply for compensa¬ 
tion via the SRA. The court 
heard Sutcliffe, who was 
jailed for 14 months, con¬ 
trolled cash payments from 
clients to Stables and Co and 
regularly skimmed off small 
amounts of the money for 
herself before fiddling the 
books to cover up the crime. 

She admitted stealing 
from the firm between 2001 
and 2010. The scam was only 
discovered when the 58- 
year-old from Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Road, Oldbury, handed 
herself in.

Black Country archives 
set to open at new site 


HUGE glass windows and 
eye-catching architecture - 
these are the modern sur¬ 
roundings helping residents 
delve into their past. 

Final preparations are being 
made ready to open the £6 million 
Dudley Archives Centre to the 
general public on Tuesday, in 
Tipton Road, near the Sandwell 
border. 

Thousands of documents have been 
assembled in the stylish setting next to 
the traditional buildings of the neigh¬ 
bouring Black Country Living 
Museum. 

Large rooms house shelves crammed 
with precious items detailing much of 
the history and development of Dudley 
borough. Catalogues of documents 
including archives of editions of the 
Express & Star have found a new home 
in the purpose-built building. 

Permanent 

Each room regulates the tempera¬ 
ture and humidity to ensure thousands 
of photographs, books, maps and other 
records are kept in pristine condition. 

Near the foyer will be lockers for 
belongings to be stored while people are 
looking at the records and a permanent 
exhibition area for bigger items in the 
collection. There is a main search room 
complete with large windows bringing 
natural light inside, and set up with 
desks and chairs where archive docu¬ 
ments will be brought out to visitors. 

All of the items in the council’s col¬ 
lection, which has items dating back to 
1182, will be stored in two depositories. 

The centre boasts the latest com¬ 
puter equipment and Wi-Fi internet 
services. The centre will be open to the 
public from Tuesday to Saturday, from 
9am to 5pm, except on Thursdays when 
it will open at 9.30am until 7pm.

Hall revamp deadline 


AN HISTORIC town hall’s £500,000 
revamp will be completed by April, it 
has been announced. 

Sandwell Council intends to spend 
£300,000 relocating staff from its 
housing department into Wednesbury 
Town Hall. It will also fork out a 
further £200,000 on improving facili¬ 
ties for community groups. 

Work has already begun and it is 
hoped the project will be complete by 
around April 11. 

Councillor Elaine Costigan, who 
represents Wednesbury North ward, 


said the project would be completed in 
three phases. The first will include 
sprucing up the box office used for gigs 
being booked at the venue by Wednes¬ 
bury Celebrates, a community group.

Focusing on those who 
are making a difference 



Julie Brooks, hospital pharmacist in the SWBH NHS Trust 


THE NHS is full of remark¬ 
able, motivated people, who 
give a lot to our communi¬ 
ties. 

As we begin 2014, after a year in 
which the health service has faced 
scrutiny and criticism like rarely 
before, we focus some of our time on 
the quiet heroes from a wide variety 
of backgrounds, doing a wide variety 
of jobs, in one of the Black Country’s 
largest NHS organisations. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust provides com¬ 
munity and hospital healthcare 
across Sandwell. 

It employs 7,500 people, many of 
whom live locally. Last year, the trust 
saw a patient on a face-to-face basis 
one and a half million times and pro¬ 
vides care from 150 locations, as well 
as in the comfort of your own home. 

This week we feature: 

Hospital pharmacist, Julie 
Brooks, who is ringing the changes as 
the recipient of the 2013 ‘Galen Aw¬ 
ard’ of £24,000 to support her project 
on Pharmacist ‘intelligent’ referrals 
to a Psychiatric Liaison Team. 

Challenge 

Julie, aged 34, studied pharmacol¬ 
ogy (the science of the mechanism of 
drugs) before becoming a pharmacist 
and joining SWBH NHS Trust in 
2002. For the last seven years she has 
been a teacher practitioner pharma¬ 
cist, splitting her time between the 
trust and teaching at Aston Univer¬ 
sity. Outside work her challenge for 
2014 is to run the London Marathon. 

She explained: “Pharmacy is a real 
love for me. I enjoy the contact I have 
with our patients and the multidisci¬ 
plinary team on the wards with the 
clinical input that this brings. 

“By understanding how medica¬ 
tions affect us, I can recommend the 
best ones for certain ailments. In a 
hospital environment that is even 


more important as inpatients are gen¬ 
erally quite ill, so anticipating side 
effects and combinations of drugs is 
vital for the safety of our patients.” 

The Galen award is a personal 
research grant that is awarded to 
support the development of ideas for 
patient and public benefit. 

Julie’s passion is to help patients 
who are prescribed with antipsychotic 
medications, to ensure they receive 
regular reviews to pick up any potential 
problems with side effects of the med¬ 
ication they are taking. Julie has been 
working with the psychiatric liaison 


team for the last year looking at the use 
of antipsychotic drugs within the hos¬ 
pital. Known to be associated with an 
increased risk of falls, delirium, cere¬ 
brovascular events and death, it is 
crucial that patients prescribed them 
receive regular specialist review to 
prevent harm. 

The new system identifies patients 
on the medication in real time so that 
Julie can review them and refer to the 
RAID team if necessary. The award will 
enable Julie to continue her research 
and investigate the concept of pharma¬ 
cists providing a formal referral service.

Members tell of shock 
after club lorrv crash 


IT WAS a horrific scene 
straight from a tragic Holly¬ 
wood thriller when a lorry 
ploughed through the walls 
of a bustling social club, 
killing its driver. 

And members of the Royal 
British Legion club in Wednes- 
bury have said they were still 
trying to come to terms with the 
tragedy as they tried to resume 
some normality at the venue. 

Just two days after the devastating 
crash the club reopened and went on 
to host a New Year’s Eve party for 
around 100 revellers. 

Chairman Leigh Jones said 
although everyone was still ‘very 
much in shock’, the club was keen to 
get back to normal. 

Snooker 

“A lot of people are upset about it 
and there are some who are still 
scared to come in because of what 
happened,” he said. 

“Everyone is aware that it could 
have been so much worse if the lorry 
had come through the bar and into 
the main room. We were so lucky that 
no-one that was in the snooker room 
when the lorry hit was injured,” he 
said. The club reopened on Saturday, 
December 30, after members rallied 
around to clean up and a poignant 
ceremony was held in memory of 55- 
year-old Polish lorry driver Henryk 
Jackowski, who lost his life in the 
crash. 

Mr Jones, aged 39, said Mr Jack- 
owski’s family, who are believed to 
live in West Bromwich, also visited 
the club. 

“We wanted to do something in 
memory of the driver. A wreath was 
laid and we also held a minute’s 
silence,” he said. 

The lorry smashed into the snooker

room, which has been boarded up 
ahead of rebuilding work. 

The family inside the snooker room 
when the lorry struck have spoken for 
the first time. 

Lisa Tonks was in the room with her 
husband Brian, 42, and children Lucy, 
10, Kerrie, six and Jack, three. Her 
daughter Kir sty, 19, was in another 
part of the club while daughter Jamie- 
Lee, 17, was not in attendance. 

Mrs Tonks, a 38-year-old NHS 
worker, from Pound Road, Wednesbury, 
said: “My son was sitting nearest to 
where the truck came in and my 
husband had to drag my two girls away. 
I saw the roof coming in and I had to 


drag my son away, otherwise it would 
have fallen on top of him. I am still suf¬ 
fering from the shock of it all, we are 
not sleeping at all. We were about a foot 
away from where it happened. 

“What I thought was a wall was actu¬ 
ally the cab of the lorry that I saw come 
through. 

“At first I thought it was thunder, my 
husband thought it was a gas explosion, 
we just saw the wall crumbling.” 

Tool setter Mr Tonks, added: “We 
just grabbed the kids and got out and 
told people in the bigger room to get 
out. 

“We had no idea it was a truck. We 
were out of there in seconds.”

Lamb boon as outlets' 
curries get thumbs-up 


AN INVESTIGATION into whether lamb 
curries sold in restaurants in Sandwell 
contain only lamb has shown that there have 
been major improvements. 

It follows a shock report two years ago, when more 
than half of lamb curries tested in Sandwell were 
shown to contain other types of meat. 


In the latest tests, 34 out 
of 36 sampled by the 
borough’s trading standards 
team were given the all-clear 
after testing. Two samples 
contained small traces of 
chicken but this was due to 
poor handling procedures in 
the kitchen and the restau¬ 
rant owners have been told 
to make changes. 

The figures are in stark 
contrast to those from two 
years ago when more than 
half of 39 samples contained 
other types of meat - and 
nearly 20 per cent contained 
no lamb at all. 

Trading Standards took 
legal action in the worst 
cases and warned other rest¬ 
aurants they must improve. 

Councillor Paul Moore, 
Sandwell’s cabinet member 
with responsibility for 
trading standards, warned 
further checks would be 
carried out in the future. He

said: “It is encouraging to 
see a marked improvement 
in this problem. It shows 
business behaviour can be 
improved through a combi¬ 
nation of enforcement 
action and guidance. 
Restaurants should not rest 
on their laurels though 
because we will continue to 
carry out checks.” 

Officers from the environ¬ 
mental health team routine¬ 
ly inspect food businesses in 
the borough and rate them 
in accordance with the Nat¬ 
ional Food Hygiene Rating 
Scheme. 

Eighty-four per cent of 
Sandwell’s rated food prem¬ 
ises have a ‘generally satis¬ 
factory’ score of three or 
above, while 30 per cent of 
rated premises have a ‘very 
good’ score of five. 


Apartments all-change 

AN EYESORE property which has been the target of van¬ 
dals has been given a new lease of life by being transformed 
into eight luxury apartments. Developers Rajinder Gill and 
Davinder Gill of Gill Properties took on the work on the 
Myvod Road property in a project assisted by Sandwell 
Council planning officers. Since being bought in August 
2012 by Gill Properties it has undergone a major refurbish¬ 
ment, after years of vandalism, anti-social behaviour prob¬ 
lems and disrepair. Following complaints Sandwell Council 
ensured the previous owner took steps to sell the property. 


Call to owners of pub 
site after latest arson

DEVELOPERS behind a stalled £250,000 renovation 
plan for an arson-hit former pub have been asked to 
put up or sell up by a councillor. 

The Dudley Port pub in Tipton has been empty for a 
number of years after a scheme to turn the building into an 
Indian restaurant hit delays. 

It has been plagued by arson attacks, most recently on 
Saturday December 28. Wrangles over building regulations 
derailed plans to carry out work, despite the scheme gaining 
planning permission. 

Councillor Syeda Khatun, who represents Tipton Green 
ward, said she would like to see the site revamped. 

She said: “No-one wants to see grot spots like this in the 
area. It’s far better to see buildings being brought back into 
use.” 

The pub’s owner was not available for comment.

Fall in trade 
sparks fury 
over charges 

TRADERS are up in arms after new parking 
charges designed to help shoppers have led 
to a decline in the number of customers. 

Shopkeepers in the High Street, West Bromwich are 
angry with Sandwell Council for introducing parking 
charges outside their shops more than a year ago. 


In November a new cut- 
price, short-stay parking 
charge was also introduced 
along High Street. 

Its aim was to allow shop¬ 
pers to stop for 15 minutes 
for 30p to help them com¬ 
plete small errands but 
traders say this has made 
things worse. 

Joginder Purewal owner 
of Purewals on the High 
Street has spoken out on 
behalf of West Bromwich 
High Street Traders’ Associ¬ 
ation to say they were never 
consulted about the charges 
they say are killing trade. 

He said: “Business has 
halved since they introduced 
the charges. 

“Why would someone

spend 30p or 60p to park 
when they are only buying 
something that costs 
pound? Especially when 
they can go up the road to 
Handsworth or Smethwick 
where parking is free.” 

The traders recently 
handed in a petition with the 
names of more than 50 busi¬ 
nesses that opposed the 
parking restrictions and 
called for the introduction of 
half an hour free parking to 
help them out, but they say 
they are yet to hear back 
from the council. 

Sandwell Council con¬ 
firmed it has received the 
petition, adding it is now 
being considered.

Galilee and the Dead Sea

“It must have a development and 
investment plan in place, be able to 
create new jobs or safeguard existing 
jobs as a direct result of the project 
and have a viable project qualifying 
for the minimum £20,000 grant, to be 
completed by March 2015.”

T ake a deep breath Sherlock 
fans and prepare for the end. 
Yes, it’s the final episode of the 
current run, and considering the 
reaction to the last series’ finale, it’s 
anyone’s guess how millions of fans 
will cope. 

There’s a good bet Sherlock 
Holmes (Benedict Cumberbatch) 
won’t be killed off - again, but how 
safe is John Watson (Martin 
Freeman)? 

Has the sleuth finally met his match 
as he clashes with Charles Augustus 
Magnussen (Lars Mikkelsen), aka the 
Napoleon of blackmail? 

He’s a man who knows the 
personal weakness of every person 
of importance in the Western world, 
and Holmes loathes him for his most 
unscrupulous line of criminal 
business. 

As ever, Steven Moffat has penned 
what promises to be a cracking 
instalment, and while we have no 
clue as to whether a fourth series will 
see the light of day, we can but hope 
Moffat and co-creator Mark Gatiss 
work their magic with the many other 


Holmes tales which have yet to be 
given a 21st-century spin. 

Martin Freeman had a great time 
making the new series, especially 
during the first read through. 

“It was good - it had a kind of 
familiarity about it, we had new 
people joining which was lovely,” he 
explains. “Given that it was our third 
time, or fourth including the pilot, it 
just feels nice and familiar. It’s always 
exciting because the scripts are so 
good.” 

Two years after he witnessed his 
best friend’s death, it was inevitable 
John Watson would take time to heal 
before he could move on. 

“His best friend had died horribly in 
front of him, which took a long time 
to get over, but the way that his life 
has moved on is that he has fallen in 
love with Mary,” explains Freeman. 

(Mary is played by Martin’s real-life 
partner Amanda Abbington in case 
you missed their charming 
appearance together on The One 
Show before Christmas). 

“He is leading a functional, normal- 
ish life really which doesn’t have the 


highs and lows of his life with 
Sherlock but is certainly a bit more 
steady. But there is a sadness with 
John which will always be with him 
when you lose someone that you 
love - he is slightly dulled by life.” 

The last series was topped and 
tailed by a couple of standout 
episodes. Some fans think A Scandal 
in Belgravia was the best episode to 
date, while others think The 
Reichenbach Falls takes some 
beating. 

But what is Freeman’s favourite 
episode? 

“I have to say the ones that we 
have just filmed have been brilliant,” 
he enthuses. “Before that, probably 
Reichenbach was my favourite one 
to do because when we read it I was 
really, really excited and I thought the 
finished product was amazing. It was 
one of the best things that I’ve ever 
done and am likely to do for a while.” 

With good support from Gatiss, 

Una Stubbs, Louise Brealey, and 
Rupert Graves, this should either 
leave you amazed, and possibly a bit 
miffed if it’s another cliffhanger.

IF YOU are one of those looking to 
pose outside the school gate in a 
gleaming 4X4 the Land Rover 
Defender is not for you. 

Because the defender is no show pony. In fact 
it’s quite the opposite - the finest 4x4 work¬ 
horse you are likely to encounter. 

There’s very little finery about this model. In 
fact apart from a few cosmetic makeovers the 
Defender is just as it was decades ago when I cut 
my teeth as a budding driver on the farm tracks 
and fields near my home. 

And that’s been the strength of this British 
icon so I have to question why Land Rover are 
trying to strengthen its appeal with gimmicks 
such as seat design and sound systems. 

The defender was born to be a workhorse and 
while I can understand the desire to person¬ 
alise your vehicle with the contrasting roof 
colours that are now available I see no need for 
anything else. 

Customers seeking a higher level of specifica¬ 
tion can now enhance their vehicle with three 
additional options and a choice of two new exte¬ 
rior body colours, Barolo Black and Havana. 

Smart new, contrast roof colours can now be 
chosen against the majority of the Defender 
paint palette. In addition to the standard Fuji

White, customers can now opt for Santorini 
Black, Indus Silver, Orkney Grey or Firenze

The Firenze Red can be chosen with the San¬ 
torini Black roof and the Baltic Blue with Indus 
Silver or simply retain their body colour. 

Premium part leather seats which contour 
your body are available to the driver and front 
seat passenger, sporting the Land Rover logo on 
the backrest. But it’s the EU5 2.2-litre diesel 


engine, which replaced the EU4 2.4-litre diesel 
in 2012, matching it for power, torque and fuel 
consumption that really counts when it comes 
to performance. 

The engine produces 122PS@3,500rpm and 
torque of360Nm@2,000rpm, giving a 0-60mph 
time of 14.7 seconds and a top speed of 90mph. 
C02 emissions on the combined cycle are 
266g/km. The GFT MT 82 six-speed gearbox 
has an excellent ratio spread, high top gear for 


cruising and enhanced low-speed crawl capabil¬ 
ity. The lower first gear offers low crawl speed 
making towing on-road and off-road much 
easier. The low-down engine torque also helps 
in-gear acceleration and the tall sixth gear 
ensures excellent real-world cruising, refine¬ 
ment and fuel economy. Land Rover has 
tweaked the dash and improved seating over 
the years but you could never describe the 
Defender as comfortable. It’s an extremely 


hard drive, you still need “Popeye” size muscles 
when parking while front seats seem too close 
to the doors leaving little space for the driver’s 
right arm yet there is a vast space between 
driver and passenger. 

If you want to cross a desert, climb a moun¬ 
tain or negotiate difficult farmland the 
Defender is for you. If you want to pose and 
impress at the wheel of a 4X4 look elsewhere.

NO GLORY IN CUP 


Albion 0 Crystal Palace 2 

THERE will be no 60th anniversary 
glory to honour Albion’s 1954 Team of 
the Century’. 

The Baggies’ 1968 FA Cup heroes will remain the 
club’s last serious trophy winners for another year 
at least while the supporters’ wait for a major final 


appearance will extend 
to 45 years at best. 

And it is hard to believe 
any Albion team in the last 
four-and-a-half decades has 
surrendered a place in a 
winnable competition quite 
as meekly as the class of 
2014 did on Saturday. 

Amid the uncertainty of a 
managerial vacuum and the 
worry of a struggling 
Premier League campaign, 
the Baggies had the chance 
to deliver some light relief in 
a competition that defines 
their history more than any 
other. 

Opportunity 

They tossed away the 
opportunity and exited at 
the first hurdle with barely 
more than a whimper. While 
across the country the FA 
Cup threw up an encourag¬ 
ing number of charming 
stories, third-round day at 
The Hawthorns was a 
depressing experience. 

A dismal game was won by 
the least poor of two below- 
par teams as the Baggies 
simply went through the 
motions and slumped out of 
the Cup in the most low-key 
fashion imaginable. 

It was a sad spectacle in a 
competition they have won 
on five occasions and con¬ 
tested in the final on five 
more. The FA Cup no longer 
holds its place at the pinna¬ 
cle of the English game and

cannot come close to com¬ 
peting with the Premier 
League for providing clubs 
with riches from media 
deals. 

On Saturday, as an ugly 
Palace side walked away 
with the most routine of vic¬ 
tories, it became little more 
than an optional extra for a 
Baggies side lacking inten¬ 
sity and drive. 

Albion might have led in 
the early stages when Zoltan 
Gera found space on the 
right from which to cross but 
Saido Berahino, who looked 
frustrated in a wide-left role, 
sent a volley over the bar. 

A horrible pass from 
Goran Popov - that summed 
up another poor day for the 
Macedonian in an Albion 
shirt - was picked up by 
Hiram Boateng. He fed 
Gayle, whose scuffed shot 
wrong-footed Ben Foster 
and crept into the bottom 
corner. 

Gera’s volley in stoppage¬ 
time was deflected narrowly 
past the post but by then 
many of the 12,700 fans had 
departed. There were fewer 
still remaining when Palace 
broke through thanks to 
Marouane Chamakh who 
scored a simple second goal 
with the final kick. 

And there was barely 
enough heart left in the 
crowd to muster boos.

Schaaf is 
favourite 
as coach 

ALBION powerbrokers 
have been holding a final 
round of talks to decide on 
their new head coach with 
German Thomas Schaaf 
emerging as favourite.
